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Publication of Thant 
note to Israel delayed 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI). — Sec- 
retary-General U Thant yesterday 
reversed his decision to publish the 
text of his note to Israel on the 
situation in the Gaza Strip this 
week, an official U.N. spokesman 


He said, however, that a report 
on the matter would be made to 
the U.N. membership “in due 
course” and circulated as an offitial 
docurnent. i 

Thant's aide memoire reportedly 
had protested Israel's drive to clean 
up refugee camps in the Gaza Strip. 

Diplomatic sources indicated 
Thant’s report on the Gaza situa- 
tion to the U.N. membership would 
contain some of the contents of the 
aids memoire. The report, they said, 
was likely to be published early 
next week. 

Thant, they also sdid, has so far 
received no official reply from the 
Israel Government. 

(Sources in Jerusalem said on 
Wednesday that the note had re- 
quested no reply.) 

Meanwhile, the Syrian U.N. en- 
voy said yesterday that Defence 


Minister Moshe Dayan’s speech last 
Thursday was “a new proof” that 
Israel was following an annexa- 
Honist policy toward administered 
Arab territories, 

Ambassador George J. Tomeh 
made the remark in a letter to 
Secretary-General Thant for circu- 
lation as a document of the Gen- 
eral Assembly and the Security 
Council, 

He cited an August 20 Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency dispatch on fhe 
statement. It reported that Mr. 
Dayan “declared that Israel must 
regard herself as the permanent re- 
gime in the territories, and must 
carry out necessary projects there 
without walting for the day of peace 
since it may be very late in 
coming.” ἢ 

Tomeh also cited an August 18 
dispatch of the agency, reporting 
that Meir Shamir of the Jewish 
Agency's Hill Settlement Depart- 
ment had told a Tel Aviv audience 
the Israeli population of the Golan 
Heights was expected to reach 
15,000 to 20,000 “within the next 
seven years,”

AMMAN (AP). — Jordan's Gov- 
ernment yesterday banned all three 
Palestinian-owned newspapers § in 
Jordan. i 

A government spokesman an- 
nounced the licences of the 37-year- 
old independent daily “A~-Difa'a;" 
the 12-year-old weekly ‘Akhbar el- 
Usbu” and the three-month-old 
weekly “Al-Sabah” had been can- 
celled for publishing news “harm- 
ful to the security of the state.” 


Major Pakistani push 
in Bengal reported 


NEW DELHI —- Pakistan army 
troops apparently have started a 
major military operation in My- 
mensingh and Sythet districts of 
East Pakistan, as Indian Govern- 
ment officials fear a large wave of 
refugees may be headed for the 
northern frontier. 


Government officials in the Me- 
ghalaya sector capital of Shilling 
told of a sharp increase in the num- 
ber of refugees arriving at border 
points in the past four days. About 
2,000 to 2,500 refugees per day had 
crossed the border at one point 
since Sunday, the officials said. The 
refugees told of large numbers of 
villagers moving toward the border 
behind them. 


The refugees sald they had left 
districts of a large-scale military 
operation now In progress. 

The two districts are areas where 
rebel guerrillas have been active.

Kennedy, Chairman of a Senate 
Subcommittee on ‘Refugees, has 
been critical of. the administration 
for allowing arms shipments to con- 
tinue to Pakistan. 


In remarks prepared for 8. speech 
before the (National! Press Club, 
Kennedy said the shipments con- 
tinue. “It is all so shameful and 
so sad,” he said, “for they could 
be halted with a simple stroke of 
the pen.”

‘ACHIEVEMENT’ FOR ISRAEL 

The fact that the O.A.U. Middle 
East Commission decided to contact 
both Israel and Egypt before 
finalizing its proposals, was seen 
in Jerusalem as an achievement for 
Israel, in view of the hostile word- 
ing of the original O.A.U. Middle 
East resolution. It is thought that 
the personal note sent to the 
Participating Heads of State by 
Prime Minister Golda Meir, played 
an important role towards such a 
move. 

General Gowon said yesterday in 
Lagos, on his return from the Kin- 
shasa conferenc2, that the O.A.U. 
would not be acting as a partisan, 
one-sided mediator in the “Middle 
Bast conflict. He said the committee 
of four would contact the parties 
to the dispute to the extent that 
they were prepared to welcome the 
committee members. 

The Kinshasa conference of the 
O.A.U. Middle Hast Commission was 
useful" and its discussions were 
“crowned with success," he said 
There .was a useful exchange of 
views regarding the ways and means 
which the 0:A:U. should follow in 
its search for a solution to the 
ennflict, The O.A.U. would make 
every effurt tu fing such a sviution, 
“despite the failure of the Big Pow- 
ers,” he stressed, adding that the 
O.A.U. was fully aware of the diffi- 
culties in the search for peace in 
the ‘Middle East.

KAMPALA (Reuter). — President 
Idi Amin yesterday took some of 
the tension out of the Ugandan- 
Tanzanian border situation, saying 
he had no intention of mounting a 
Ugandan offensive. 

Addressing tribal elders, Amin 
said: “We don't want to fight our 
neighbours. We consider all our 
neighbours as brothers and sisters 
and I have no intention of drecting 
troops to fight Tanzania.” 

General Amin said Ugandan troops 
rad fought purely defensive actions 
against the Tanzanians. Previous re- 
ports said the Ugandans had at one 
stage penetrated several miles inside 
Tanzania but later withdrew. 

: Menwhile, Ugandan Army spokes- 

man in this dustry border yesterday 
denied that Ugandan troops pene- 
trated Tanzania during fighting 
which broke out here earlier this 
week. 

Previous reports had spoken of 
Ugandan troops going several kilo- 
metres inside Tanzania on Tuesday 
night. They were said to have with- 
drawn behind their own border on 
Wednesday. 

In Dar-es-Salaam, the Tanzanian 
Defence Ministry said that four 
Ugandan tanks were destroyed in 
the battle, which he said lasted 36 
hours. Four Tanzanians, including 8 
police officer were killed, tt added. 

A Tanzanian source said thét 
reinforcements of the Tanzanian 
people’s defence forces had taken 
up strategic positions along the bor- 
der, and “all Js quiet and under con- 
trol now." 

The source Identified the man kil- 
led by Ugandan forces — identified 
by Ugandan President Idi Amin as 
a Chinese adviser — was a senior 
police officer of mixed Goerman- 
African descent, named Hans Poppe.

MOSCOW. Six Israeli leftists 
arrived here yesterday, on a two- 
week visit at the invitation of the 
Soviet Committee for the defence 
of peace. 

One of the group, Prof. Dan Me- 
ron of Te) Aviv University. told 
waiting western correspondents on 
arrival at Moscow airport: “At least 
this is a gesture of friendship to- 
wards parts of Israeli society, if 
not towards the Israeli government 
itself.” 

The group said that during their 
stay in the Soviet Union, they hoped 
to travel about the country, parti- 
cularly to Riga and Vilna, capitals 
of the Soviet Baltic Republics of 
Latvia and Lithuania. They said 
they also hoped to visit Kiev. 

Other members of the group are 


Rakah (New Communist) central 
committee member Mrs. Ruth 
Lubitsch; former underground 
leader Natan Yellin Mor: — Ha'- 


aretz Columnist Ya'acov Rosenthal; 
ex-Mapam leader and Leftist Union 
founder Ya’acov Riftin; and Eph- 
raim Eldelberg of the Association 
for Friendship with the Soviet 
Union, 

They said neither their travel 
programme nor their schedule of 
meetings has been worked out yet. 
“We are certainly going to talk to 
our hosts or perhaps some other 
people about the political situation 
in the Middle East," Prof. Meron 
said. “I think there ig a basis for 
understanding — even In that.” 


"We know that we will meet some 
important people in the Soviet 
Union,” added Mr. Yellin Mor, “but 
we don't know whom we will meet.” 

They said they hope to investi- 
Bate the problems of Soviet Jews 
who want to emigrate to Israel. 
“We hope to see Jews here. We 
have many Jews in the Soviet 
Union," Prof. Meron said. “We hope 
to talk to them, listen to them, 
learn first-hand of thelr experiences 
here. 

“We shall certainly interest our- 
selves in the Jews who want to 
emigrate. If we can talk ahout 
them, with them, if we can discuss 
their problems with our hosts, we 
shall be very glad. Some of us have 
relatives here and will certainly see 
them.” : 

Mr. Yellin-Mor said the group 
had no particular desire to travel 
to the Soviet far east to visit 
the Jewish autonomous republic of 
Birobidzhan, set up by Stalin in 
the 1930s as a demonstration that 
Jews are accorded equal rights in 
the Soviet Union. “We read in a 
Soviet pamphlet that among the 
160,000 inhabitants of Eirobidzhan, 
there are 10,00 Jews,” he said. "So 
1 don’t see why it would interest 
us much.” 

“I would prefer to go to Vilna 
or Riga, and ποῖ ta Birobidzhan, if 
I want to see Jews — and I do 
want to see them,” Meron added.

GATT panel to study 


ways around surcharge 


GENEVA. — After two days of 
stormy meetings, the major world 
trade body yesterday decided to 
set up a special 24-nation com- 
mittee to study actions to counter 
the U.S. 10 per cent import sur- 


charge. 

The decision was taken by the 55 
members ΟΣ the General Agreement 
on Trade and Tariffs (GATT), after 
meetings marked by the developing 
countries’ insistence that their pro- 
ducts be exempted from the import 
tax. 

It was the first time developing 
country members of Gatt, which 
supervises about four-fifths of world 
trade, had exerted such pressure in 
a council meeting. They claimed 
they were likely to be hardest hit 
by the surcharge because the pro- 
ducts it affected represented the 
main hopes for diversifying and de- 
veloping their economies, 

Other delegates to the Gatt 
Council — comprising 54 nations 
and a representative of the six- 


nation Kuropesn Economic Com- 
munity — also attacked the U.S. 
measure as 8 violation of Gatt's 
fair trade rules, and urged Pre- 
sident Nixon’s administration to 
abolish it as soon as possible. 

Although the E.E.C. said it re- 
served the right to retaltate against 
the surcharge, its delegate, Ralf 
Dahrendorf, made clear it had no 
immediate intention of doling 50, 
and all other speakers aJso refrain- 
ed from uttering direct warnings 
of reprisals. 

While the Gatt meeting avoided 
threats of a trade war, the U.S. 
remained adamant in its refusal to 
say when it would remove the 
surcharge — imposed August 16 
along with other measures aimed 
at protecting the ailing U.S. dollar. 

In Washington, it was reported 
that Japan requested the U.S. to ex- 
empt a wide range of Japznese im- 
ports from the 10 per cent 
surcharge. (Reuter, AP}

On another point, though, it was 
agreed that a committe would be 
get up to work out the details of ac- 
cepted principles of compensating 
low-income families, large families 
and the aged for the price hikes. 
The committee, to be made up of 
representatives of the Histadrui, 
National Insurance, the Finance 
Ministry and the employers, is 
headed by Labour Minister Yosef 
Almogi. 

The major point still unsettled 
is the Cost-of-Living allowance, The 
distadrut is firm in its demaad that 
the C-o-L allowance be adjusted up- 
wards in January to cover the rise 
In the Cost-of-Living Index caused 
by the devaluation. 

Finance Minister Pinhas Sapir 
confirmed that the Government had 
mot decided as yet to oppese this. 
However, he indicated that he was 
reserving the right to battle later 
on this year to get points kaocked 
off the Index so as not to compen- 
sate workers for the full effect of 
the devaluation. 

Mr. Yehuda Yudin, who presented 
Mapam's claim for advance pay- 
ment of the expected rise in the 
C-o-L allowance, said he would con- 
sider instead some immediate “sui- 
table compensation" for low-income 
wage-earners. 

The meeting lasted just over 90 
minutes and was held in a "rea- 
sonably calm atmosphere,” one par- 
tleipant said afterwards. 

It was attended by the Finance 
Minister, the Minister of Agricul- 
ture, the Minister of Labour, the Di- 
rector-General of the Treasury, the 
Director-General of the Ministry of 
Commerce and Industry, the Direc- 
tor of Budgets, the head of the Na- 
tional Insurance Institute, the act- 
ing Secretary-General of the Histad- 
rut and other high-ranking Bistad- 
rut officials. 


Rail line

Service on the Te] Aviv-Jerusalem 
railway line was disrupted for seve-

‘A border police 051 making a 
routine early morning inspection of 
the route uncovered the latest act, 
and also found an unexploded 
charge nearby, 

Security forces using bloodhounds 
picked up the tracks of several 
suspects, leading through Battir 
village and into the Judean hills, 
Several Battir residents have been 
questioned but no arrests were made.

Tf sabras who spoke their minds 
were one problem, elderly parents, 
who came from Eastern HNurope to 
join their pioneer children in the 
‘young settlement, were another. Zvi 
‘Livne recalls that the religious pa- 
rents inaisted that if there was no 
shohet and kosher meat in Nahalal. 
they ΜΌΝ leave. “At the time 
most of us ‘were as religious as 
Cossacks. We rebelled against ortho- 
doxy and would not have a shohet 
for fear that he would attempt to 
run our lives, Finally a compromise 
was reached. We agreed to bring over 
8 young Yemenite rabbi from Nes 
Ziona, who would perform the func- 
tions of a shohet twice a week and 
do building work on the other four 
work days.” 


There was no shortage of building 
work in Nahalal in those days but 
there was next to nothing in the 
village grocery. Life, however, also 
had its brighter side. “The same 
people who drained the swamps and 
built the houses and worked the 
fields," Hanna Yardenai told The 
Jerusalem Post last week, “would 
gather at night and dance so ecsta- 
tically... you don’t see anything of 
the kind today. And mind you, we 
had no music. Today young people 
must have an accordion or a gui- 
tar -- we sang straight from the 
heart.”

He was one of the most success- 
ful teachers on the staff of the 
Hebrew University, and his classes 
in post-Medieval Jewish History 
were among the most popular. He 
was also one of the few teachers 
on the Jerusalem campus who knew 
how to develop 8. close relationship 
with his students.

Prof, Halpern associated himself 
with the Department of Jewish His- 
tory ‘because he belleved that the 
University was golng to make an 
Original contribution to the study 
of Jewish history. He believed that 
the great historians who would 
write the definitive history of the 
Jewish People would arise among 
ut first the source-material 
iad to be secured. His own writ- 
ings In Jewish history, his work 
with the General Archives of Jew- 
ish History in Jerusalem which he 
hetped to found, and the Yad Va- 
shem Archives, all had the same 
end in view: “to lay the founda- 
tions for a new nationag history.”

Today an agreement will be made 
with importers banning any rise 
in the price of frozen calf’s liver for 
several months ahead, since stocks 
are substantial. Restaurants and 
cafes are not under control — so 
far. But they should abide by the 
price freeze, Dr. Moshe Mandelbaum, 
the Price Controller, warned. There 
ig no reason to more for 
light refreshments.

TEL AVIV. — The shopping rush 
which broke out after the devalua- 
tion has slowly begun to abate yes- 
terday.

‘The chairman of the National 
Union of Customs Agents, Mr. Leumi 
Feiglin, said yesterday that the 
volume of goods being cleared had 
dropped to perhaps seven to eight 
per cent of the usual total For 
the time being, importers are asking 
agents to cleat only essential items, 
mainly raw materials needed for 
industry. He noted that the de- 
valuation had made the agents’ work 
much more complicated, but said 
the Customs authorities are doing 
everything possible to keep things 
running smoothly. 

Meanwhile, Haifa falafel vendors 
yesterday cancelled the 10 agora rise 
they instituted the day before the 
devaluation, last Friday, and again 
sold at the old price of 70 
per portion.
